PREFATORY  NOTE 


The  collection  which,  by  reason  of  their  dissolution  of 
partnership,  Messrs.  Cooper  & Griffith  have  consigned  to  the 
American  Art  Association  for  absolute  sale  possesses  an 
especial  value.  The  whole  gathering,  indeed,  is  one  that 
seems  to  reflect  a cultured  and  judicious  personality  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  degree  as  the  collection  of  a discriminating 
amateur. 

By  reason  of  their  inherent  beauty  and  romance  of  associa- 
tion, one  is  wont  to  regard  these  duskily  hued  court  cup- 
boards, priory  tables  and  Cromwellian  chairs  not  merely  as 
pieces  of  furniture,  but  as  links  which  connect  us  with  a 
richly  storied  past.  In  some  cases,  indeed,  the  interest  in 
this  English  oak  and  walnut  furniture  of  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  centuries  may  be  even  more  personal,  and 
the  memories  they  recall  may  be  of  drowsy  summer  days  and 
the  low-ceilinged,  oak-paneled  rooms  of  some  time-worn  Eng- 
lish Tudor  manor-house. 

Of  more  immediate  concern,  however,  is  the  fact  that  in 
the  gathering  together  of  this  collection  not  only  good  taste 
but  expert  knowledge  has  been  evoked. 

The  days,  happily,  are  gone  when  even  the  reputable 
dealer  in  antique  objects  had  as  his  motto  the  familiar 
“Caveat  emptor.”  It  is  increasingly  the  custom  nowadays 
for  the  dealer  to  give  his  personal  assurance  to  his  customers 
of  the  authenticity  of  the  articles  in  which  he  deals,  and 
few  have  been  so  conscientious  in  this  regard  as  Messrs. 
Cooper  & Griffith.  I am  assured  that  since  they  entex'ed  into 
business  they  have  not  disposed  of  a single  piece  concerning 
the  authenticity  of  which  they  themselves  were  not  absolutely 


convinced.  In  regard  to  their  old  Wedgwood,  the  firm  has 
enjoyed  the  advice  and  assistance  of  that  Nestor  of  English 
authorities,  Mr.  Frederick  Rathbone,  and  practically  all  of 
their  old  Wedgwood  was  purchased  by  them  direct  from  Mr. 
Rathbone. 

That  this  warranty  is  of  tangible  value  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  for  many  years  past  they  have  held  a recognized  place 
among  this  city’s  notable  experts  in  determining  the  value 
and  authenticity  not  only  of  old  English  furniture,  but  also 
of  English  potteries,  porcelains  and  other  objects  of  artistic 
importance. 

That  events  have  made  necessary  the  dissolution  of  this 
long-established  firm  is  indeed  unfortunate,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  amateur  who  collects  because  he  appreciates  the 
beautiful  and  the  careful  dealer  who  buys  because  he  con- 
siders the  objects  desirable  will  find  a desirable  opportunity 
at  this  sale  of  a collection  which  reflects,  so  signally,  the 
knowledge,  the  judgment  and  the  personality  of  its  owners.
